Peter  was  appointed  an 
Honorary  Life  Member  for  his  services  in  1978,  and  the 
Committee  have  arranged  a  dinner  in  his  honour  to  thank  him 
for  his  loyal  service  to  Tattersall's  Club.  For  many  years  he  held 
the  position  of  Treasurer  and  has  always  had  a  keen  interest  in 
our  Billiards,  Snooker  and  Bowling  sections. 

Peter's  retirement  creates  a  vacancy  on  the  Committee  and 
nominations  close  at  5.00  pm  on  May  12,  1982. 

I  very  often  refer  to  Members'  success  with  their  horses, 
and  on  this  occasion  we  have  to  congratulate  Committeeman 
Norman  Rogers  who  bred  and  owns  the  winner  of  the  1982 
Doncaster  at  Randwick,  the  mare  "My  Gold  Hope". 
Congratulations  Norman,  we  could  all  tell  by  the  "Haka”  in  the 
Members'  Stand  immediately  she  passed  the  post  that  the  mare 
was  foaled  in  New  Zealand. 

The  following  Saturday,  Sydney  Cup  Day,  "My  Gold  Hope 
went  on  to  win  the  "All  Aged  Stakes",  beating  "Manikato  !  It  is 
the  only  time  a  horse  started  odds-on  against  Manikato".  We 
understand  the  lease  expires  on  July  31  and  she  is  going 
directly  to  stud.  The  progeny  should  be  absolute  champions. 

She  is  booked  to  "Icelandic"' this  season. 

My  wife  and  I  have  not  missed  the  Wellington  Boot 
Meeting  for  many  years  which  is  conducted  by  the  Wellington 
Race  Club  (NSW)  eve rv  March.  Our  own  filly  started  her  racing 
career  in  this  race  in  1981  and  although  only  fifth,  she  went  on 
to  win  two  of  her  next  three  starts.  This  year  the  Meeting  was 
on  Monday,  March  22,  and  Club  Member  Brian  O'Connor,  MBE, 
broke  his  pledge  (on  behalf  of  the  horse)  to  celebrate  when  his 
Tattenham  gelding  "Radiant  Ruler"  won  the  Winfield'  Town 
Plate  equalling  the  course  record  for  the  1100  metres  of  1.04 
seconds  set  in  1973.  Congratulations  Brian  it  was  a  superb  win 
and  thoroughly  deserved  by  a  man  who  is  a  great  supporter  ot 
country  racing. 

The  Wellington  Boot  is  dubbed  "the  Golden  Slipper  ot  the 
West"  with  prize- monev  of  $7,000  for  the  two  vear-old  race 
sponsored  bv  "KB".

There  is  great  interest  in  Tattersall's  Ski  Club  activities  even  before  daylight- 
saving  had  ended  and  winter  weather  had  not  yet  become  a  topic  worth  raising. 
Tattersall's  skiers  and  their  friends  have  completely  booked  Roslyn  and  established 
an  overflow  list  of  fourteen.  The  Wirrina  week  also  had  more  names  than  usual 
listed  and  when  the  "regulars"  register  that  week  too  will  be  a  sell-out.  It  is  only 
two  years  ago  that  we  were  in  danger  of  losing  the  Roslyn  week  through  lack  of 
interest,  and  now  we  are  asking  adjoining  lodges  if  they  can  accommodate  the 
excess  numbers  that  have  registered  for  the  week  commencing  June  26,  1982. 

Bv  the  time  Club  Members  read  this,  skiers  will  have  some  idea  of  the 
possibilities  of  another  good  season,  following  the  outstanding  snow  conditions 
during  1981.  Much  has  been  said  and  written  about  the  famous  1964  conditions, 
but  it  is  now  official  that  the  snowfalls  in  1981  surpassed  those  of  1964. 

While  snow  conditions  are  on  every  skier's  mind,  the  pricing  policies  that 
resorts  will  adopt  is  of  almost  equal  interest.  The  rises  last  year  were  seen  by  some 
as  excessive,  though  the  improvement  in  convenience  and  comfort  for  skiers  at  all 
resorts  was  a  point  overlooked  by  many  who  complained.  However,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  large  increases  in  two  successive  years  could  easily  keep  skiers  away 
from  the  slopes.  Another  subject  which  will  have  long-term  effects  on  skiers  is  the 
final  management  plan  of  ski  resorts  in  New  South  Wales  to  be  released  by  the 
National  Parks  and  Wildlife  Service.  Already  a  draft  plan  has  been  published  and 
was  the  subject  of  comment  by  all  groups,  including  skiers.  The  final  plan  will  be 
the  basis  for  policies  which  will  determine  the  management  of  the  Kosciusko 
State  Park  for  the  next  two  decades  at  least. 

In  the  controversy  that  has  accompanied  the  earlier  reports  the  only  voice 
skiers  have  had  is  the  New  South  Wales  Ski  Association  with  whom  only  80  Clubs 
in  New  South  Wales  are  affiliated.  It  would  seem  that  if  skiers  wish  their  voice  to 
be  heard  and  have  some  control  over  the  views  put  on  their  behalf  they  need  to 
become  a  lot  more  involved  in  matters  which  are  so  important  to  them. 

Well,  while  Bas  Phillips,  Bruce  Corman  and  others  were  on  the  beach  during 
summer,  Ski  Club  Committeemen,  George  Andrews,  was  taking  advantage  of  the 
good  snow  at  Zermatt  Zurs,  Banff  and  Aspen,  after  a  short  spell  back  at  work 
George  should  be  fit  to  tackle  the  Wirruna  Bucks  week.
